What feud? Bears finally will 
retire Da Coach’s number

If the Bears are going to retire No. 54 in honor 
of Brian Urlacher, it is an honor the retired 
middle linebacker will have to wait to re- 
ceive. For Michael 
Keller Ditka Jr., the 
man perhaps current- 
ly most associated with 
the cornerstone fran- 
chise of the NFL, the wait is 
over. A source told the Tribune on 
Thursday the Bears will retire Ditka’s 
No. 89 this season. 

The tight end last played for the Bears 47 years ago, coached 
the team to its lone Super Bowl championship 27 years ago and 
was elected into the Pro Football Hall of Fame 25 years ago. 

A specific date for the ceremony is not known, but it could 
be at halftime of the Dec. 9 “Monday Night Football” game 
against the Cowboys at Soldier Field. 

Ditka, 73, will become the 14th Bears player to have his 
number retired and the first since Dick Butkus and Gale Say- 
ers were honored in 1994, more than two decades after they 
had retired as players. 

Fourteen is more than any other NFL team and trails only 
MLB’s Yankees (15) and the NBAs Celtics (21). Sports Illustrat- 
ed previously dubbed Ditka the greatest No. 89 to play sports, 
and he was the first tight end enshrined in the Hall of Fame. 

The decision to honor Ditka, a player on the 1963 NFL 
championship team, is a significant move for the organization 
and perhaps a sign of a new way of business under Chairman 
George McCaskey who took over the role two years ago this 
month. Ditka has feuded with the McCaskeys in the past and 
it was past CEO Michael McCaskey who fired him as coach 
following the 1992 season. 

When the Bears unveiled a 26 1/2-foot-tall granite bas-relief 
sculpture in the west concourse of Soldier Field in 2004, it de- 
picted the contributions of George Halas to the game and the 
history of the franchise. It was unexplainable how Ditka was 
omitted from the historical timepiece, as Halas had brought 
Ditka back to the franchise from the Cowboys and he deliv- 
ered the team’s only Lombardi Trophy

How should you 
watch ‘Arrested’? 


Not even ‘Ar- 
rested Development” 
creator Mitchell 
Hurwitz can recom- 
mend whether fans 
should binge-watch 
the 15 new episodes 
debuting on Netflix 
this weekend, or spread out their viewing over 
several days or weeks. 

“I joked recently that I thought 30 seconds 
a day for three years would be the best way to 
enjoy it,” he said during a call with reporters 
Thursday “I’m going to stand by that state- 
ment.” 

Hurwitz, like star Jessica Walter, will be 
sleeping when the episodes go live at 
2:01 a.m. Central time Sunday Walter, who 
plays boozy Bluth matriarch Lucille and also 
was on Thursday’s call, said she’ll watch a few 
episodes at a time to savor each one. 

They’re both one up on Jeffrey Tambor, 
who stars as Lucille’s morally bankrupt 
husband, George. The actor claims he’ll have 
to buy a computer or a TV so he can tune in. 
“I had no idea,” he said during the call, jok- 
ing that he thought they were doing dinner 
theater. 

All kidding aside, how to watch the 
episodes and in what order are as serious 
talking points among the cult of ‘Arrested 
Development” as is the return of the beloved 
comedy which was canceled by Fox in 2006 
due to poor ratings despite three critically 


acclaimed seasons. ‘A^rrested” premiered in 
2003 as a sendup of the corporate scandals 
like Enron, using the Bluths to mock greed 
and corruption. It satirized the “i percent” 
before the term was part of our lexicon. 

The new Netflix season updates viewers 
on what the now-broke Bluth clan of New- 
port Beach, Calif, has been up to between 
2006 and 2012, with individual episodes 
focusing on specific characters. And although 
Hurwitz originally felt the structure allowed 
viewers to bounce between episodes in any 
order, he has changed his mind since finish- 
ing them just last week. 

“They have to watch them in order, yes, 
that’s very important,” Hurwitz said, then 
chuckled, “because it turns out stories have 
to be told in order.” 

If you follow Hurwitz’s suggestion, Jason 
Bateman’s episodes are the official start of 
the fourth season, but Hurwitz didn’t seem 
sure whether one should binge. 

“I do think there will be some fatigue that 
sets in,” he said. Then again, he pondered, 
“Maybe people will want to speed through 
that process and then go back and enjoy some 
of the details. Or maybe not. I don’t know” 

Whatever approach viewers take, “they 
should be prepared for withdrawal when it’s 
over,” Walter added, explaining that’s what 
happened to her when she watched “House 
of Cards” on Netflix. “I couldn’t stop ... I 
know people are going to feel that way about 
Arrested.’ ”

‘Frances Ha’ co-writer, 
star Greta Gerwig finds 
20-sometiiing ... ambition!

The title character in “Frances Ha” is a 
New Tbrker in her 20s struggling with her 
professional, romantic and personal lives, 
but the film’s star and co-writer Greta Ger- 
wig doesn’t see an overlap with the girls of 
HBO’s “Girls.” 

“{‘Girls’ deals] with a slightly earlier mo- 
ment of life, but for me I just feel like films 
and television exist in their own universes 
and they have their own rules,” says the 
29 -year-old by phone while walking to her 
New York apartment. “I love ‘Girls’ and I 
think Lena [Dunham is] a genius, but I don’t 
see the ability to place a character. [Laughs] 

... Frances only exists in this movie, and this 
is the only thing that we’ll ever see of her.” 

Perhaps it’s a testament to the specific- 
ity of the characters, despite their universal 
experiences. In “Frances Ha,” opening Friday 
27-year-old Frances is familiar but unique, 
hoping her apprenticeship at a dance com- 
pany will finally turn into a steady gig while 
wishing the dynamic with her best friend 
Sophie (Mickey Sumner) could stay the way 
it was in college when they were inseparable. 

Gerwig, who wrote “Frances Ha” with 
director (and her reported boyfriend) Noah 
Baumbach, made the miniscule “LOL’ and 
“Hannah Takes the Stairs” while living in 
Logan Square in 2006. With another likable, 
deceptively complex performance in “Fran- 
ces Ha,” she continues to chart upward. 

“Frances Ha” is a perceptive vision of people 
in their 20s. What’s something you think 
people in that stage of life don’t get enough 
credit for and something they deserve to be 
taken to task for? 

I think that people in their 20s actually 
aren’t given enough credit for their ambition. 
I think people see [them as] ... direction- 
less or somehow lacking in ambition, and I

think we’re living through a moment where there’s 

a lot of instantaneous gratification.” -Greta Gerwig on millennials 


don’t think that’s true at all. I feel like most 
of the people I know are incredibly ambi- 
tious, as is the character of Frances. It’s just 
not necessarily working out for them, which 
is different than not having ambition at all. 
And I think they need to be taken to task for 
how entitled they feel. ... I think that’s kind 
of a sad psychological state to be in, because 
the universe doesn’t owe us anything. 

How new do you think that is? A lot of 
people think that entitlement has come 
along with the millennial generation. 

There’s still this Wild West idea of getting 
rich quick or having everything being solved 
very quickly by a job or a pill or getting 
famous. And I don’t think there’s a lot of 
built-in reward or examples of persistence. 
Sometimes also the current generation 
absorbs the criticisms of the culture as a 
whole. It’s just that the young people take 
the brunt of it because they seem to be the 
ones that aren’t bringing it. [Laughs.] I don’t 
think that’s necessarily true; I think we’re 
living through a moment where there’s a lot 
of instantaneous gratification. I think that 


that holds true for people in their 60s as well 
as for younger people. 

So we can blame Mark Zuckerberg and 
move on. 

Aeah, we can just blame Google and Zuck- 
erberg. No, I don’t know. [Laughs.] I totally 
sympathize with it. Working is not instantly 
rewarding. It’s a long process, and it’s much 
easier to just feed whatever dopamine cycles 
exist in your brain in instant gratification 
ways. I get it; I do it. [Laughs.] I’m not above 
it. I think it’s a general malaise. 

The movie taps into the challenge of figur- 
ing out friendships as they develop in your 
20s. How much did you relate to those 
struggles? 

Noah and I wrote the script together, and 
while we were writing it— it took a long time 
to write, like, a year to write— we were both 
drawing upon our experiences of friendship 
in our 20s and earlier, and for him later. And 
these moments [are full] of pretty painful 
transitions, which I think are not gender- 
specific. ... It’s hard to even describe it to 


other people because I think that there’s just 
not a lot of language to talk about what it 
means to stop being friends with someone or 
to have a friendship change. 

Do people deal with it in the cliche ways that 
they deal with a romantic breakup, like a 
pint of ice cream and sappy movies? 

Aeah! We were talking about it in “Frances” 
in terms of— she starts drinking too much, 
trying to befriend another girl and make her 
the next one. She tries to drown her sorrows. 
She goes to Paris because she’s heartbroke. 
That’s the most rom-commy thing ever. 

If you tell a friend that you recognize some 
of them in Frances, will they take that as a 
compliment or something negative? 

I don’t know I hope [she’s] recognizable, but 
I think Frances is ultimately a character who 
experiences redemption and that she creates 
her own moment of grace. Despite her short- 
comings as a person, I feel that if you were 
told you were like her, I would think that 
would indicate some kind of inherent ability 
to pull one’s self up by one’s bootstraps.

Featuring 
characters long-explored in indie cinema and 
most recently as the focus of “Girls,” “Fran- 
ces” is a film that’s incredibly wise about 
its characters’ faults and idiosyncrasies yet 
never feels like star/co-writer Greta Gerwig 
and director/co-writer Noah Baumbach 
(“Greenberg”) are judging. Just telling it like 
it is, with a helpless shrug and a genuine tear. 

Gerwig plays Frances, an awkward mess 
of a 27-year-old whose best days can still be 
called shenanigans and worst days seem like 
perfect epitomes of everything that’s wrong. 
What is wrong, exactly? She’s the person 
the world doesn’t seem to have time for, the 
creative type without the talent to cut it, the 
high-culture fiend without the funds to sup- 



port her habit. Frances proudly declares that 
she and her best friend Sophie (Mickey Sum- 
ner, Sting’s daughter) are the same person, 
but it’s only true in their quirks. Sophie’s got 
a job at Random House and a boyfriend she 
likes enough, while Frances understudies at a 
dance company (where they shout “Under- 
studies, out!”) and splits with her boyfriend 
over her loyalty to living with Sophie. Who 
soon moves to live with a lesser friend in a 
better neighborhood. 

The mentions of huzzy authors and artists 
isn’t being elitist; “Frances Ha” touches on 
how culture divides people and how pre- 
tentiousness can be unintentional when it 
comes from oblivious elitists. Someone asks 
Frances if she ever gets to Paris and doesn’t 
mean anything by it, but that doesn’t make 
the question any less absurd for someone 
whose precarious finances constantly change 
her living situation. 

Whether it’s a dude texting, ‘Mioy sexy” 
or Frances returning from an international 
trip just to make a meeting that could have 
been rescheduled, the film is beautifully at- 
tuned to mid-20s ridiculousness. A few lines 
don’t sound like something anyone would 
ever say (Frances notes, “I have trouble leav- 
ing places”), but the resentments and inside 
jokes between friends couldn’t shine through 
any stronger. It’s a girl movie for both 
genders, a testament to the double-edged 
liberation sword of loneliness and swallow- 
ing pride. 

Meanwhile, love and work look like the 
toughest thing in the world, but only for 
those on the outside.

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Galifianakis brings the 
weirdness in 'Hangover*

What did the stars of “The Hangover: Part 
III” do with their free time on the set? Just 
your average sarcasm-driven male bonding, 
according to Zach Galifianakis. 

“The downtime is usually just making fun of 
each other, relentlessly That’s what keeps any 
attempt at an ego from coming out, because 
it’s not allowed,” said the comedian, who plays 
adult problem child Alan in the wildly success- 
ful comedy series, which wraps up with the 
third installment this week. 

Speaking from Las Vegas, the sacred city 
of “Hangover” high jinks, Galifianakis said 
he usually bears the brunt of such mockery 
from his co-stars. “As a matter of fact, we just 
had lunch and everybody jumped on my case 
about something,” he said. That something 
being a lie about meeting Mick Jagger after a 
RoUing Stones concert and finding out he was 
a big “Hangover” fan. 

“They got so excited, and I had to tell them 
that I was kidding. And they were like, ‘Why 
would you say that?’ ” he said with a laugh. 

Ego may not be a part of “The Hangover” 
films, but wild success is. The first movie in 
2009 earned $467 million worldwide, while 
“The Hangover: Part 11 ” raked in roughly $587 
million, according to Box Office Mojo. And 
the mayhem wreaked by three guys who keep 
waking up with no memory of what’s hap- 
pened has made stars out of Bradley Cooper, 
Ed Helms and Galifianakis. 

“The Hangover III” is poised for a box-of- 
fice drag race with “East & Eurious 6,” another 
summer popcorn franchise staple. Although 
both movies were set to come out Eriday “The 
Hangover III” was moved up to Thursday a 


switch aimed at giving it an early lead. 

In this third installment, Alan undergoes 
a sort of psychic meltdown after his father 
(Jeffrey Tambor) dies, prompting his old pals 
Phil (Cooper) and Stu (Helms) to coax him 
into seeking treatment at an inpatient facility 
Their journey goes awry when they run into a 
very scary individual (John Goodman) who’s 
looking for the millions that “Hangover” 
regular Mr. Chow (Ken Jeong) has stolen from 
him. 

Director Todd Phillips told Galifianakis be- 
fore the screenplay was written that the final 
chapter would be about Alan’s intervention 
and his father’s death. The bearded comedian 
said the storyline brings some unexpected, 
softer moments for his character and has a few 
emotional arcs that comedies tend to avoid. 

“It’s fun to play and I’m glad that Todd 
decided to do it,” he said. 

He’s also pleased at the addition to the cast 
of Melissa McCarthy (“Bridesmaids”), who 
plays a love interest for Alan. “I’m glad that 
finally we have some female energy in this 
movie. I think it helps,” he said. 

But don’t confuse this “Hangover” with a 
tender love story In keeping with the brand, 
the atmosphere is raucously wild and action- 
packed, as indicated by the scenes in the 
commercials where Alan drives a giraffe in an 
open trailer down a freeway a situation bound 
to have awful consequences. 

“There was not a giraffe in my back trailer, 
they just CGI’ed the entire thing,” he said. 
Then he weighs in on how close visual effects 
are getting to perfectly simulating people. “I 
got in lucky as an actor, because in a few years, 
they’re not going to need us.”

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Franchise stalled 



Confirmed: 2013 is 
the year of movie 
amnesia. “Fast and 
Furious 6” marks the 
third time in fewer 
than three months 
(following “Upside 
Down” and “Trance”) 
a film has incorporated that soap-opera 
staple, and the plot point ain’t improving 
with age. 

Neither is the “Fast” series, which perhaps 
assumes viewers also have amnesia and thus 
includes quick snippets from the past five 
films (which saw an increase in fun with 
20ii’s “Fast Five”) during the opening credits 
of “F&F 6.” Those new to the franchise will 
see that there have been some car crashes 
and explosions and kisses and surely feel all 
caught up. 

Like the rest of the series, plot is largely 
beside the point in “Fast and Furious 6,” 
which finds Dom (Vin Diesel) and Brian’s 
(Paul Walker) ever-expanding crew of ex-

criminals now working with agent Hobbs 
(Dwayne Johnson) to track a bland baddie 
(Luke Evans) who wants to steal some generi- 
cally powerful device or something. Much of 
“F&F6” feels arbitrary; Roman (Tyrese Gib- 
son, funny) notes that the enemy gang is like 
a copy of their own— imagine if both factions 
of the “Bizarro Jerry” episode of “Seinfeld” 
bulked up and chased each other through 
London— and there is minimal reason to root 
for one crew over the other. 

Common sense (there isn’t any) and terri- 
ble performances (there are tons) hardly mat- 
ter in this franchise when the action delivers, 
but director Justin Lin, strolling away before 
the series’ next installment rather than leav- 
ing it in a blaze of glory helms the repetitive, 
overly chatty Part 6 with pure indifference. 
The climactic action sequence is so under- 


lit I was glad when a plane blew up so I 
could see what was happening. The dialogue 
includes numerous references to “sons of 
bitches” and this gem from (amnesia sufferer) 
Letty (Michele Rodriguez), a character given 
far more respect than she has earned: ‘Aren’t 
you team muscle? Don’t make me go over 
there and make you team [bleep].” 

Hobbs gleefully roughs up one suspect 


and makes a rude car salesman disrobe, so we 
know how Hobbs feels about advanced inter- 
rogation techniques. There’s never been any- 
thing subtle about this series, but straightfor- 
ward and dumb don’t always equal mindless 
fun. Offering scant tension and little concern 
for its frequently invincible characters, “Fast 
6” works better as comedy than action, and 
only sometimes on purpose.

Ezra Koenig wanted to be clear about this: The 
frontman of Vampire Weekend was not com- 
paring his band to the Beatles. 

“What we’re talking about is making me 
think like a fan, which is a little bit danger- 
ous, because it could come across as me trying 
to put myself in the same league as one of the 
biggest albums of all time,” he said, respond- 
ing to a question about the value of mystery 
and ambiguity in music. “But, yeah, you think 
about ‘Sgt. Pepper.’ Is it a concept album about 
a lonely hearts club? Is it some sort of re-eval- 
uation of pre-rock ’n’ roU British music-hall 
tropes? You could say that.” 

Koenig laughed. “The album is a thing— a 
very referenced, understandable thing that’s 
extraordinarily difficult to sum up in words.”

With apologies to those canon-guarding 
types responsible for triggering Koenig’s dis- 
claimer, Vampire Weekend has created its own 
element: “Modern Vampires of the City” the 
New %rk band’s third full-length, on which 
it confronts foundational ideas— think faith, 
mortality and the concessions required by 
growing up— in music that reaches toward its 
own category 

Released last week and now sitting atop the 
Billboard 200 chart, the album is a major leap 
for a band that began its ascent while its mem- 
bers were students at Columbia University On 
2 oo 8 ’s “Vampire Weekend,” the group used 
ska rhythms and African guitar licks to punch 
up clever pop songs about East Coast society 
“Contra,” from 2010, depicted a similar milieu 
with a wider stylistic palette. 

The records sold around half a million 
copies each and made Vampire Weekend— 
Koenig, bassist Chris Baio, drummer Chris 


Tomson and multi-instrumentalist Rostam 
Batmanglij— a favorite of critics, festival book- 
ers and Hollywood music supervisors. 

“Our first record was very easy to turn into 
a sound bite: four dudes from college singing 
about college,” Koenig said. “Which I think 
is an oversimplification, but sure, there’s a 
song called ‘Campus’; there’s a song called 
‘Oxford Comma.’ We spelled everything out 
so simply” 

That’s hardly the case on “Modern Vampires 
of the City” which sets willfully unresolved 
narratives against sophisticated, shape-shifting 


arrangements. “You never know what’s gonna 
connect with people,” Koenig said. “One thing 
I’ve noticed is that the biggest artists tend to 
be the weirdest. Sometimes it’s hard to real- 
ize that because when they get so big, their 
weirdness ceases to be weird; it’s been main- 
streamed. But think about it: The Beatles. 
Prince. Lady Gaga. Psy” 

He laughed, relishing the opportunity to be 
seen as comparing himself to Mr. “Gangnam 
Style.” “Literally all the people who come to 
mind are really just doing their own thing. It 
kind of makes it easy to follow your gut.”
